Whoereas it is out most sincere 
desire that all armament acd 
other problems relative. to the 
Pacific be settled in o fair and 
equitable manner in order to 
ensure the stabilisstion of world- 
peace;

Ibis known that Scotland Yard 
officials beld a warrant.for the 
arrest of Mr. Ernest Coates on 
certain serious charces, which 
would bave been executed on the 
afternoon thas the dizcavery of 
the tragedy was made. 

' POISONED WINE. 

Ic is believed that the four tic. 
timsdied through drinking wine, 
and, with a siew to dstermining 
this, the district coraner has 
requested Dr. Spilsbary, the 
Home Office expert, to make a 
postmortem examination. 

Tfitis necessary for an analysis, 
tha services of Dr. Jewsbury 
or Mr. Webster, the assistants of 
Dr. W. H. Willcox, will be re- 
tained. 

An empty wine botile and a 
number of glasies have been 
taken possession of bs tha police. 

How many of the family deli- 
berately prepared for their death 
it is impossible to say. 

Trissuggested that Mrs. Coates, 
realising the unfortunate position 
in which her husband was placed, 
entered into a deathcompact with 
him to obliterate the whole of 
the family. ; 

TRIED TO BUY MORPHIA. 

Itis kaown that a man answer- 
ing somewhat to the description 
of. Costes called at several 
chemists’ shops in the neizhbour- 
hood attempting to purchase 
morphia in suchas quantity as to 
Faiso the suspicions of the 
chemists, and in consequence 
they declined tosupply him. 

Esch member of the family 
had « strange history. Their 
house was a housa of mystery, 
and probably of sorrow; their 
past was a,,secrot to the people 
of the neighbourhood. : 


Speaking of Lightweights 


‘Mr, Eynest Coates, the head of 
the household, is variously de- 
scribed as an electrical engineer, 
a commission agent, and & 
furniture dealer. Probably ho 
followed all these ocoupations in 
turn. . 

FINANCE DIFFICULTIES, 

Once affluent, his fortunes 
seem to have been on the decline 
during recent years, and he is 
supposed to have beon struggling 
with financial difficulties before 
his death. 

His wife, Maria, was a Spanish 
woman, aged. about 62, and his 
senior by some 5 years. She 
had previously been twice 
married, and about her early 
days little is known, » 

Sometimes she rpoke myster- 
iously about her friendship with 
the Sptnish Royal Family, and 
how asa nurse in thoir sarvice 
she-had saved the life of King 
Alfonso after an attack by anar- 
chists, . 

DAUGHTER'S TRAGIC HISTORY. 

Mrs. Daisy Townsend, daughter 
of Nrs. Coates, appears-to have 
had.a past as tragioas any of the 
four, A robust, good-looking 
moran, she was formerly on the 
stage, and later became a concert 
singer of some note. 

about two years ago she 
married, and went to Canada with 
ber busband, but two months later 
she returned—alone. 

Latterly, she declined in health, 
and looked pale and worn. Then, 
about six months ago, she had to 
be taken to a hospits!, where she 
spend five months, and bed to 
underg> serious operations. 

Ever since she returned home, 
Mrs. Townsend had beeo an in- 
valid and ber healthwasa source 
of continasl aoziety to her 
taother. 

Henry da Marron, Mre. Coates’s 
son, Was a strange, eccentric, 
man, whose mind seems to have 
given way under the stress of 
warservice, He invariably went 
about without collsror tie, and a 
long overcoat that reached down 
to hisheels. ~ 

» THE CRIS. 

Ic was about Whitsuntide, in 
1D19, that the Coates took up 
their residence in The Knowle, 
in Leigham Courttoad. From 
this time their fortunes seem to 
have been steadily declining, but 
the crisis seems to have come 
when Mrs. Townsend went into 
hospital. 

According to what Mrs. Coates 
told someof her neighbours, her 
daughter’s illness proved very 
expensive, and coming on topof 
other financial embarrassments, it 
seemed to have preyed on the 
mind ofthe mother. 

However, nobody who knaw 
the family bad any reason ta on- 
tictpate their fate, andthe tragedy 
came swiftly and unexpectedly. 

Everything seems to have been 
a3 usual in the rather unusmal 
bouschold. Mrs. Coates. ordered 
her customary supply of food, in- 
cluding 2 Ibs. of butter, and a 
large piece of bam. Certainly, sbe 
did not then appear to have been 
contemplating the end that was 
in store for her. 

OF the events on Sunday very 
little isknown, and much has to 
be surmised. In the afternoon 
the family was alive—-they were 
seen in the garden by’ neigh- 
bears—but from then until tho’ 
ticae when the polices broke open 
the locked doors of the maisonette 
and discovered the tragedy noth- 
ing is known. . 

Probably Mr. Ernest Coates 
staged the drama alone. He 
wrote threo letters foreshadowing 
the tragedy—one to the coroner, 
one to bis brother, and the third 
to the other occupants of the 
house. 

Thesa letters are now in the 
possession of Scotland Yard. 
They contain a datsiled explana- 
tion of the affairs of tha family.

Sunday that Mr. Coates broke 
the news to his wifethat be was

ULSTER’S OBDURACY. 


After vears of waiting, with hopes ‘sinking to zero, 
the citizens’of the British Empire were overjoyed last 
week to hear that a settlement of the Erish coatroversy had 
been reached. Searcely had the good news been sent 
over the wires than we learned that Mr. de Valera was 
doing his best. or his worst to dash our new expectation. 
Happily, he appears to.b2 in a minority among his col- 
leagues of the Dail Cabinet, as to which we shall hear 
farther after the meeting of that body fixed for to-day 
Meanwhile, trouble threatens from another quarter. “The 
Uncrowned King of Ulster” has retired into the seclusion 
of a Law Lordship. but tt is abuodantly evident that the 
Carsonian spirit still rules in the councils of Orangedom. 
Until the last vearor two Sir James Ciaig was not widely 
known. Were be bent upon rivalling bis predecessor's 
reputation, he could not have adopted amore intransigeant 
‘attitude. 

That Elster has cause for caution isgenerally acknow- 
ledged. The bope has been that the South of Ireland 
legislature would be able to give such tokens of aptitude 
and equity: as would induce Ulster to join forces after a 
trial period, a joint counci! meanwhile serving as a link. 

" This was the arrangement formulated in the Act passed 
this year. In the settlement arrived atby the conference 
just held, this plan was varied so thet an All-Ireland 
Parliament might be constituted forthwith if Ulster 
assenterl. ~Probably few people would be surprised at 
Ulster not electing to enter immediately. The feature of 
the Ulster attitude that calls for dispprobation is. the 
obdurate tone of her spokesmen's utterances, particalarly 
those of ber Premier. ~ Ulster is determined not to 
swerve an inch ” is the latest of Sir James Craig's declara- 
tions. The accent of flat rejection. the refusal even to 
consider the new situation, is suggestiveof the earlier Sinn 
Fein resistance to every. eflort at conciliation. A word from 
Ulster’s leader to the effect that the Northern community 
would observe with sympathetic interst her neighbours 
attempt to evolve an efficient legislature might well prove 
a step towards more amiable relations and eventual recon- 
ciliation. The new agreement. as cabled. does not appear 
to make specific provision, as the Act passed earlier in the 
year did, for the amalgamation of the two Parliaments if 
‘Ulster consented to the union at a subsequent period. but 
it goes without saying that ‘the amalaniation could be 
effected at afiy time that it was found- to be mutually 
agreeable. While. however. Sinn Fein (pice Mr. de Valera 
and clique) has finally shown a disposition to take a 
rational view of things, Orangedom still repeats * Leave 
us alone” in total disregard of the new spirit. 

The immediate cause of the latest hindrance is pre- 
sumably the question of rectified boundaries in the event, 
which is. of course, a foregone conclusion. of Ulster not 
agreeing toan Ali-Ireland Parliament at the start. Sir 
James Craig’s statement that Ulster was not invited to 
sign the agreenent implies at first sightthat the Imperial 
authorities ignored the Northern province. It is difficult 
to credit that Ulster was not consulted, and, if not invited 
to sign, the inference is that the Imperial representatives 
deemed it injudicious to risk a breakdown of the settle- 
men with Sinn Fein because of a refusal by Ulster, the 
part allotted’ to the latter being left largely to the good 
sense of the province. Apparently the boundary readjust- 
ment in contemplation refers to Fermanagh and Tyrone, 
-where Sinn Fein bas made marked headway. It is not 
proposed to. fix an arbitrary divisiou, but to leave the 

aestion ‘to a boundary commission or to a plebescite. 
Here Ulster might learn a lesson from her own atea. 
Formerly the province constituted a solid block. The 
uncotipromising deportment of the Orange leaders has 
alienated supporters to the extent that Ulster’s sway has 
contracted itself. into the North-East of Ireland. There 
must be something to be said for the Southern side when 
Lord Birkenhead, erstwhile “galloper” to. Ulster’s chief, 
espouses its cause. Ulster’s rights mst be respected; so 
‘must the rights of others. Now that progress has been 
made, why cannot the parties (if the de Valera coterie’ do 
not torpedo the settlement reached last week) formulate the 
framework of a plan foreventual unions! =

NOTES & COMMENTS. 


Reservations All Round. 

Room for almost endless com- 
mant was opened up at the moct- 
ing of the Hongkong League of 
Fellowship and Service held on 
Monday evening, but it is not oor 
purpose to argue on such a matter 
an. racial disabilities or advan- 
tages. We gladly leave that to 
any who care to embark upon 
auch a theme, the attituda towards 
which must always be governed 
by the nationality of the speaker 
or writer. Bat weare very keen- 
ly interested in the matter of re- 
setvations, whether they be on 
the Peak,’ at Taipo, or Cheung 
Chau cranywhereelac. Woe wish 
to pat if quite plainly to those 
who discussed this matter that 
the sranting of reservations all 
tound and not the abolition ef re- 
servations is, in this cosmopolitan 
Colony, the only feasible method 
of distributing the population, 
having regard to the comfort 
of all concerned. Is is not be- 
cause we consider any particular 
tace is superior or inferior to 
another or that we would diserim- 
inate if there were ono impera- 
tive need. but thera i a need, 
based on two points—one social 
and the other economic. To deal 
with the social first: Between 
the social and communal life of 
Chinese and Europeans there are 
many incompstibilities;theirways 
of living are different. The writer 
of this note ce tried to live on 
the Conduit ..wad after Robinson 
Road have beon taken over by 
well-to-do Chinese but be and 
those with him weze driven out 
of the house because they couldn't 
stand the Chinese music, the 
hawkers and other distracting 
accompaniments. Chinese ways 
among the Chinese are all very 
well, bat to those who ara 
not used to such diversions 
they are distressing. The same 
might be ssid by a Chinese 
of some of the ways of 
Europeans. It is sl} a matter 
of point of view, but there is 
only ore way to gain harmory 
between neighbours and that is to 
make sura that their doings are 
compatible with the tastes of all 
around them. We would strongly 
advocate a residential resarvation 
for the Chinese, for the Por- 
tuguese, for the Americans, for 
the British, for the Indians—for 
all communities snffciently 
strong to need one. We should 
bavo a far greater socisl senss 
thao we have now. And we 
would make thoge resarvations 
inviolate of trespass by athers on 
economic _ grounds. European 
houses on Robinson Road, Con- 
duit Road, MacDonnell Road, 
Kennedj Road—and the list could 
be extended—have often been 
bought over the heads of European 
occupants by wealthy Chinese, 
Japanese. firms, and others 
until the former occupants 
bave been driven out over 
to Kowloon or to some other 
place. If this Colony had te- 
servations all round that coukin’t 
ba done, all classes would be 
better protected and there 
wouldn't be quite so much foolish 
contention over: this rather 
“touchy” matter. Itis s subject 
on which tbere needa to ba 
brought ta bear just a little com- 
mon horse sense instead of chilc- 
ish indignation over imagined 
slights. ‘ 


Commercial and 
Residential. 


And inthe matter of oor City 
we would like to see our Govern 
ment make a definite line between 
the native and the foreign sections 
of it; just for the reason that they 
both ought to be protected against 
encroachment. The foreign office 
acd shop section of the city isbeing 
squeezed in tighter and tighter 
every year. There is no room te 
go east because of the Naval 
Yard and the military establish- 
ments and there is ne room to Zo 
west because we at once get into 
native streets and districts. Wel- 


lington Street, Wyndham Street,
